The Ohio St,itc Journal of Thursday

"Mrs. ElfoabetU Fowler Williams 


died Wednesday evening at the resi- 
dence of her son, John F. Wil- 
liams, 
223 West' Tenth 
avenue. 


Mrs. Williams was born in Coshoc- 
ton county. Feb. 29,1808, and was the 
oldest in a family of ten child ren. 
Sbe'came to this city about four years 
ago to Jive with her son. 
She had 


been gradually declining for the past 
six weeks from the in ttrrnaties of old 
age, and her death" was Hastened by 
the grip. 
She left two sons, one 


with whom she was living, and the 
oth«r, John F. William, of Hanover. 
Two sisters survive her, of whom one 
lives in Coshocton and the other in 
Virginia. Funeral services will be 
held at the house Thursday evening, 
and on Friday the remains will be re- 
moved to PlainBeld,Coshocton countv 
for interment." 


PITIABLE CASE WAS DEVELOPED 


The Township Trustees Are. rayinf the 


Rent and the Fanuly is Making Its 


Way at Best it Can. 


It is not often that Coshocton is 


called upon to face the grim specter 
of starvation but at times cases come 
to the surface which bring out all 
that can be expected frr m the pover- 
ty cursed slums of a populous city. A 
cuse of this kind developed this week 
but by urgent request the name of 
the unfortunate family be kept from 
the public. 


Tne father deserted his wife and 


six children last fall under circum- 
stances which at that time aroused 
the indignation of all who believed 
they were in possession of the partic- 
ulars. A daughter was in a delicate 
condition but when th* 'matter was' 
taken before the grand jury no indict- 
ment was returned. 
One 'son was 


working and the mother took in 
washing. 
The 
township „ trustees 


learned of the matter and paid the 
house rent of $5 a month. 


Another son found employment as 


driver of a grocery wagon at $3 a week, 
but tne other lost his employment and 
tne condition of the family, became 
worse.- Another circumstance added 
largely to their dlstress.and^the depth 
of their misery was .reached" when 
complaint was made that the younger 
boy was of school age and must give 
up bis work and attend school. That 
would put the whole work of support- 
ing her family of six children and the 
little stianger on the mother. The 
law concerning the boy's attendance 
at school is imperitive. 


It is not knowu what steps will be 


takea to give the stricken family re- 
lief, but it improbable some steps will 
be taken. Truant Officer Clark; when 
questioned about the.matter, said it 
was the saddest case' that had ever 
come, under bis notice.

shortly after the latter's arrival. Ar- 
mour's funds were so low that be did 
not Unow where the next meal was 
coming from. McFarland took a fancy 
to him, gave him a supply of provisions 
and an old mule and pointed out the 
San Quita trail. This proved the golden 
road to fortune for young Armour, 
who several years ago remembered his 
friend with a handsome check, says the 
St. Louis Republic. The cause of Mc- 
Karland's death was old age. 


Before he made his lucky strike in 


California Mr. Armour lived in Stock- 
bridge. N. Y., and attended Water-town 
academy. To a stolen ride with a girl 
and his consequent expulsion from the 
academy was due hla fortunate depar- 
ture for the Pacific.coast. Years after- 
ward, when Mr. Armour was n million- 
aire, the man who had been the prin- 
cipal of thi' ncadomy entered his office.

Two others for a similar 
reason have thought seriously of re- 
turning: to their professions. Quietly 
not a little informal discussion Is going 
on to make sentiment which will justi- 
fy the public man in limiting his ex- 
penses at Washington to his salary, 
writes the St. Louis Globe-Democrat's 
correspondent. One who came to the 
capital to take a high position went out 
with "the madame" to engage a fur- 
nished house commensurate in its sur- 
roundings and appointments with the 
official status he was to occupy. When 
the right thing had been located and 
the terra* had been made, be discover- 
ed that he would be paying for house 
rent alone the full amount of his salary 
less $75. "What had we better do -with 
tliat?" the rnadame asked. "You might 
put lu a telephone," was the reply, 
"and tien we will come out even on 
the house." This was rather an ex- 
treme case. There are men, and they 
include some of the strongest in senate 
and house, who live within their sal- 
aries. There are others who get into 
the exaggerated way of "sustaining the 
position," and in doing so see them- 
selves growing poorer the longer they 
serve their country. It ought hot to be 
so. 
And that is vrhat Washington 


sentiment is saying just now. 


Of course there will always be hu- 


man moths caught by the glare. But 
the tendency Is toward a more honest 
and healthy condition in social matters 
at "Washington. 
Official society has 


ceased to be the whole thing. Many 
wealthy people, retired from active 
business, have come to the national, 
capital to live and to marry their sons 
and daughters. 
They are 
forming 


their own social circles. Their long 
purses are supplying the opportunities 
for display. The time was when an 
administration felt that upon it rested 
the whole responsibility for the Wash- 
ington social season. Cabinet houses 
•were places of general entertainment. 
When a president selected -his advisers, 
he thought he was compelled to take 
into account their ability to sustain 
him in a social way. That time is 
passing. 
Official society is only part 


of Washington social life. The formal- 
ities are observed, but the functions 
are no longer moblike. The reception 
to which everybody was invited and 
at which small fortunes were spent 
has passed. 
The officials of the na- 


tional capital are gradually coming to a 
more simple and rational performance 
of social obligations, and sentiment 
sustains the tendency.

KuUiis, ihe desperado, and his brother, 
who was released from the Ohio pen- 
itentiary shortly after Marvin escaped, 
were taken after a desperate fight 
Wednesday night at Green Hill, a vil- 
lage south of Otterbein and west of 
Lafayette. 
Before Marvin was over- 


powered he shot two men and was 
himself shot in the face. 


Emboldened by Immunity from offi- 


cers, Kuhns and his brother anu a con- 
federate stole- • a team at Plymouth 
Sunday night and started south.. Ex- 
Sheriff J. E. Marshall and Marshal T. 
J. Chaney traced them to Lafayette, 
anU by f-l?pjonjng neighboring towns 
loc: l::l the uien at Green Hill, a small 
village near Otterbein. An Otterbein 
posse surroucded the- house and rushed 
in at midnight. Marvin was awake 
and seized a revolver at his bedside. 
Before be could fire Elmer Switzer 
shot him in the face and the posse 
closed in. One man jumped from the 
second story window and escaped, but 
the brothers were overpowered after a 
struggle in which shots were ex- 
changed. Wounded as he was, Marvin 
partially shook off the attacking parry 
and shot H. Volt in the' back and 
Lewis Hawkins in the arm. Neither 
was fatally injured. 


The prisoners were brought to Lo- 


gansport. Here Marvin was positively 
identified by the policeman who bat- 
tled with him in December. His meas- 
urements and physical marks tally to 
a dot with the Bertillon description 
from the Columbus officials. He says 
if he had been given a fair show he 
would have cleaned out the posse.

An invention which it is believed 


will supplant all previously invented 
third rail, "systems -and revolutionize 
railroad traffic was successfully tested 
at Baltimore the other day in the tun- 
nel of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad. 


It is tlie Murphy safety sectional third 


rail system, the invention of Captain 
J. McLeod 
Murphy of Torrington, 


Conn., says the New York Journal. 
For the oust six mouths Captain 
Murphy-has been at work with a force 
of men, installing the system at his 
own risk. The contract was that he 
was to take it out if it did not prove 
successful. W. D. Young, chief engineer 
of the Baltimore and Ohio, and two 
assistant engineers of the same com- 
pany, who witnessed the test, were'all 
thoroughly satisfied. 


The.uiost remarkable feature of Cap- 
ain Murphy's, invention is that the 
charged sections of the third rail are 
always under the car or motor, and in 
'rent and roar of the car the third rail 
may be -walked on or handled without 
the slightest danger. 
The inventor 


thus explains how this feat is ac- 
complished: 


"The motorman opening the con- 


roller to the first notch automatically 
cooimuuicates with the air tank car- 
ried on tue locomotive as a storage 
reservoir for compressed air. which 
operates the brakes. The compressed 
air tank immediately gives the power 
to the air engines, which iii tu'rn oper- 
ates an electric generator whioli gener- 
ates current sufficient to pick up a 
switch which charges tb^ third rail 
with current from tbe power .house, 
Tuis current passes from the switch 
to the third rail, to the shoe, to the 
electric generator, which automatically 
becomes a motor, and tlirough the sub- 
stitution of two valves in the air en- 
gine also becomes a compressor and 
charges the air tanks from which it 
originally got its motive power. 


Thus at no time during the opera- 


tion of a car over this system Is it pos- 
sible to have a charged conductor or 
third rail except when the motarman 
has opened a controller. Hence, should 
a person even fall beneath a car and 
the inotorraan quickly throw the con- 
troller closed there would not bb tbe 
•lightest danger trom Injury by elec- 
tricity. There is no possibility of the 
tltlrd rail In front or rear of the car 
while the car is In motion becoming 
charged. 
It lies on the ground as 


harmless, *o far as electricity Is con- 
cerned, as any car track on any ays- 
tern."
